LAST MEETING 


Davey Marlin-Jones, Artistic Director of the 
Washington Theater Club and speaker at the September 
28 Foggy Bottom Association meeting, likened the 
theater of today to a frontier newspaper: its purpose 
is to entertain, to make trouble, and to cause action 
to be taken.

Suspended there it first looked like a Lilliputian 
lady’s hat of autumn leaves, and thenI saw the marvel 
of it all--of Nature’s way when months agoin the spring 
the furry little creature had taken Elm leaves then the 
size of flower petals and cemented them to its body 
for camouflage, 

Cannot we do as well in our search for a way of 
survival? A beginning can be made by substituting 
garden sanitation for chemical dusts and sprays in 
the control of plant disease and insects. Example: 
Marigold borers that are distructive to Dahlias, 
Hollyhocks, Lilies, Asters, Zinnias and others hatch 
from eggs that are deposited on the dead leaves of 
plants left standing in your garden. Pull, burn or 
compost all of this year’s plants and weeds. 

Also, a dangerous chemical can be avoided by 
rubbing off the white, chalk-like wax scale that has 
been so troublesome on shrubs and trees. The chore 
takes time, but is 100% effective. Young people would 
be happy to do the job for spending money. You could 
be happy reflecting on other ways to work with nature 
while doing it.

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Vignettes on Violence 


In an interview in the July 1970 Center Magazine, 


former Attorney General Ramsey Clark said: 


‘‘People can’t see the relationship between the 
automobile and violence. But there is theclosest 
relation. Highway carnage cheapens life. Rever- 
ence for life will be essential to restrain life- 
injuring impulses. Fifty thousand (Ed. note, 
60,000) people are killed each year in this country 
in automobile accidents, with blood and broken 
bodies visible to millions.’’ 


On August 20, 1969, John Volpe took over Victor 
Riesel’s column in the Tarrytown, N.Y. Daily News to 
comment on the burdens of a Secretary of Transpor- 
tation: 


‘‘He must live with the knowledge that America’s 
highways have taken more than 1,700,000 lives 
since 1900 -as compared with 638,000 lives lost 
in our wars since 1775; that every five days we 
regularly injure on our streets and highways as 
many Americans as the Viet Nam War hospitalized 
in all of 1968, and that it is up to his Department 
of Transportation to find ways to reverse the up- 
ward trend of casualties.” 


Harry Heltzer, Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Highway Users Conference for Safety and 
Mobility (THE Highway Lobby) said in his keynote ad- 
dress to the April 1970 convention of that organiza- 
tion: 


‘We hear a great deal today about law, order, 
violence, crime and other social and economic 
ills that face our country. We hear considerably 
less about traffic accidents and the resulting 
losses of life, health and property. These losses 
do not appear prominently in the media nor do 
citizen groups seem to be much concerned, Yet 
the violence on our highways today is by far the 
leading category of violence in American life. 
Losses in life, health and property from traffic 
accidents exceed by ten to one the totals from all 
other crimes of violence combined,’’ 


None of these gentlemen was specifically arguing 
against freeways or cars, but their justifiable concern 
over the products of the open road must make us ques- 
tion the need for more of the same. Death and injury 
are rare in mass transportation.
